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REPORT. 


The  Council  for  the  year  ending  9tli  November  1898 
have  to  report  to  the  Annual  Assembly  of  Academicians 
as  follows 

I.  The  Seventy-second  Exhibition  was  opened  on  Satur- 
day the  19th  of  February,  and  was  closed  on  Saturday  the 
18th  of  June.  It  comprised  690  Paintings  in  Oil  and 
Water-Colour,  40  works  in  Sculpture,  69  Architectural 
Drawings,  a number  of  Etchings,  and  Drawings  in  Black 
and  White.  The  interest  taken  by  the  public  in  the 
Exhibition  was  well  maintained. 

II.  At  the  Statutory  General  Assembly  of  the  Academy, 
held  on  9th  February,  George  Ogilvy  Eeid  was  elected  to 
the  rank  of  Academician  in  room  of  the  late  Otto  Theodore 
Leyde. 

III.  At  the  Statutory  Assembly  of  Academicians,  held 
on  2nd  March,  it  was  resolved  that  two  Artists  be  elected 
to  the  rank  of  Associate,  which  was  confirmed  at  an  Assembly 
held  on  9th  March. 

IV.  At  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Academy,  held  on 
16th  March,  W.  S.  MacGeorge  and  W.  Y.  Macgregor  were 
elected  to  the  rank  of  Associate. 
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V.  The  Librarian  and  the  Curators  of  the  Library  report 
as  follows  : — 

^‘  The  Library  was  open  during  the  Session  on  Mondays,  between 
the  hours  of  8 and  10  p.m.,  from  8th  November  1897  to  27th 
June  1898. 

‘Mt  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  increased  attend- 
ance alluded  to  in  last  report  has  been  more  than  maintained,  and 
that  this  has  been  largely  due  to  the  advantage  taken  of  the 
Library  by  the  students  of  the  Academy’s  Life  School. 

“ The  number  of  books  borrowed  by  Members  has  been  about 
an  average  of  recent  years. 

“ The  books,  drawings,  and  prints,  are  in  good  order  and 
catalogued  up  to  date. 

‘‘The  Arundel  Society  having  discontinued  its  publications,  for 
which  the  Academy  has  so  long  subscribed,  these  will  no  longer 
appear  amongst  the  annual  additions  to  our  portfolios.
